Adventurers  Find  Safety 
After  Canyon  Nightmare 

CHIHUAHUA,  Mexico,  (UPI)  — The  Barranca  De 
Cobre,  a canyon  nightmare  of  steep  cliffs  and  treacherous 
water,  Monday  gave  up  unharmed  14  American  adventurers 
who  had  been  feared  lost  and  starving  since  Sept.  28. 

Bush  pilot  Jesus  Acosta  Munoz  said  the  14  explorers, 
including  two  women,  and  three  Mexicans  who  went  to  their 
aid,  emerged  safely  in  the  Northwestern  Mexico  village  of 
Creel,  160  miles  west  of  Chihuahua. 

The  group  from  Utah,  California  and  Pennsylvania 
entered  the  Barranca  De  Cobre  (Copper  Canyon)  Sept,  25 
to  gather  scientific  information. 

A search  by  airplane,  helicopter  and  burro  began  Sat- 
urday after  James  C.  Dean  of  Salt  Lake  City,  an  original 
member  of  the  party,  stumbled  back  to  civilization  and  said 
the  adventurers  were  running  out  of  food  and  may  be  lost.

An  Answer  For  A 
‘Troubled’  Young  Man 

Tliere  aie  moments  when  even  the  most  died-in-the- 
iii-k  newsman  muvst  get  a sour  taste  in  his  mouth  from  some 
of  tiie  snenanigans  which  take  place  in  his  business. 

The  constant  call  of  “crisis”  comes  fi*om  every 
comer  of  the  globe.  Scantily-clad  women  aie  used  to 
sell  eveiything  from  pocketbooks  to  memoii*s  of  English 
knights.  And  screaming  headlines  or  “exclusive”  stor- 
ies try  to  attract  attention  to  the  sensritional  or  the  in- 
significant while  failing  to  offer  a real  solution. 

A featured  article  in  tlie  Oct.  22  issue  of  one  of  Amer- 
ica’s most  circulated  magazines  is  an  example  of  this  desire 
to  write  anj^thing  at  the  right  time  if  the  price  is  right;  al- 
though this  column  is  not  intended  as  an  indictment  of  the 
mass  media. 

Nor  .should  it  be  considered  as  an  attack  on  .Jeff 
Nye,  the  2()-year-old  University  of  Utah  student  who 
is  alleged  to  have  written  the  four-page  “Memo  from  a 
Mormon:  in  which  4 troubled  young  man  raises  the 
qucvstion  of  his  Church’s  attitude  toward  Negroes.” 

Certainly,  Mr.  Nye  is  entitled  to  scratch  his  head  in 
public  and  seek  for  answers  he  apparently  managed  to  miss 
in,  his  earlier  years  in  the  Deacon’s  quorum.  A Deacon’s 
(juorum,  by  the  way,  in  which  12  and  13-year  old  Negroes 
do  not  pass  the  sacrament,  as  Mr.  Nye  emphasizes. 

He  also  feels  “The  Negro  is  not  equal  to  the  White 
in  the -Mormon  Church,  and  equality  is  impossible  as 
long  as  the  (’hurch  denies  the  priesthood  to  the  Negro.” 

--To  which  this  writer  answers  with  the  statement  from 
Pres.  Hugh  B.  Brown  delivered  at  Sunday’s  General  Con- 
ference: “We  would  like  it  to  be  known  that  tliere  is  in  the 
Church  no  doctrine,  belief  or  practice  that  is  intended  to 
deny  the  enjoyment  of  full  civil  rights  by  any  person,  re- 
gardless of  race,  color  or  creed. 

“We  call  upon  all  men  everywhere,  both  within  and 
outside  the  Church  to  commit  themselves  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  full  equality  f(rr  all  God’s  children.  Any- 
thing less  than  this  defeats  our  high  ideal  of  the  bro- 
therhood of  man.” 

The  Church  of  -Fesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  state- 
ment has  been  praised  by  the  Salt  Lake  Chapter  of  the 
I National  Association  of  Colored  People,  whicii  is  asking  all 
jNAACP  chapters  throughout  the  nation  not  to  demonstrate 
'or  picket  any  LDS  Missions  or  churches. 

As  Pres.  McKay  has  stated,  the  Negro  question 
i at  the  present  time  is  a perplexing  one.  Fortunately, 
however,  the  majority  of  the  youth  of  the  Church  are 
not  “troubled”  by  questions  which  can  be  answered  by 
some  .sincere  effort  on  the  part  of  the-individual  him- 
self, or  with  as>>istance  from  inspired  leaders. 

I don’t  tliiiik  the  wa.y  to  solve  this  problem  is  quoting 
a handful  of  scriptures  and  painting  an  incomplete  picture 
; of  the  Church  in  a four-page  magazine  article. 

But,  perhaps  the  magazine  couldn’t  afford  any  more.

Plight  of  Dropouts 

Fifty  percent  ^of  last  year’s  freshman  class  failec 
letuin  to  scItooI,  according  to  Dr.  Clyde  A.  Parker,  assist 
dean  of  students  and  chairman  of  the  BYU  Counseling  i 
vice. 

That  fact  should  strike  fear  into  the  heart  of  ev 
freshman  student  at  the  University.  Many  of  the  studt 
left  to  answer  mission  calls  for  the  Cliurch,  but  many  otl 
terminated  for  less  valid  reasons. 

The  gravity  of  the  situation  comes  quickly  to  the  i 
when  we  read  the  words  of  Seymour  L.  Wolfbein,  direi 
of  the  Labor  Department’s  Office  of  Manpower,  Auto 
tion  and  Training:  “One  of  the  nation’s  biggest  problems 
.this  decade  will  Ije  to  find  nearly  35  million  new  jobs.  I 
is  a total  of  1,290  new  jobs  each  month  needed  for  th 
lost  tlirougli  automation  and  for  young  workers  entering 
labor  force.” 

LIMITED  OPPORTUNITY 

Authorities  claim  that  the  employment  picture  of  U 
follows  a pattern  quite  similar  to  the  national  trends.  Cu 
P.  Harding,  administrator  of  the  Utah  Dept,  of  Emp' 
ment  Secunty,  made  the  following  statement : 

. . tlim’e  will  1)6  limited  employment  opportur 
for  the  untrained,  the  unskilled,  and  the  inexperienced 
seeker. 

“These  young  people  that  are  turning  18  to  20  ye 
old  in  the  next  few  years  must  be  trained,  they  must*li 
an  occupation.  Right  now  we  have  skilled  occupations  t 
are  going  begging.  I expect  three  or  four  years  from  n 
we  will  come  back  here  and  say  “we  have  occupations  t 
are  going  begging,  but  our  youngsters  have  not  been  trail 
for  them.” 

These  facts  should  stare  all  students  in  the  face, 
pecially  those  who  are  not  making  the  most  of  tlieir  coll, 
experience. 

FACE  DECISIONS 

As  the  first  .semester  progresses  many  of  our  own  cla 
mates  at  BYU  will  be  faced  with  the  decision  of  remain 
in  school  or  leaving  to  find  work  and  make  a life  for  the 
selves,  without  a college  degree. 

As  pointed  out  the  situation  is  serious.  Dr.  M Ly 
Bennion,  superintendent  of  Salt  Lake  City  Schools  repor  i 
to  the  school  board  on  the  school  drop  out  problem:  “Th 
is  no  alternative  to  school  for  tlie  youth  of  today.  There  ; 
fewer  and  fqwer  unskilled  jobs.” 

What  a bleak  warning  this  is  to  students  who  are  c 
sidering  leaving  school  to  find  work!  Surely  it  should  cai 
us  all  to  examine  the  true  value  of  education.' 

^ Hensons  for  leaving  school  vary.  Perhaps  a studi 
isn’t  getting  good  grades,  or  lie  is  unhappy  with  scho 
maybe  there  have  been  roommate  problems  or  finances  ;

CARACAS,  VENEZUELA, 
(UPI)  — Pix)-Castro  terrorist  hit- 
run  attacks  brought  death  Mon- 
day to  at  least  three  persons  and 
injuries  to  10  others,  spreading 
new  alarm  in  heavily-patroled 
Caracas. 

The  casualties  now  total  at 
least  10  killed  and  20  wounded  in 
the  “revenge  toll”  for  48  hours 
exacted  by  the  Undergroxmd 
Armed  Forces  for  National  Lib- 
eration (FALN)  in  retaliation  for 
the  government’s  new  “gloves- 
off”  campaign  against  the  Com- 
munists and  fellow-travelers. 

The  isolated  shootings  in  vai'- 
ious  parts  of  the.  city  were  attri- 
buted to  snipfjrs  and  unidentified 
gunners  riding  in  cars.  'They 
spread  alarm  because  they  were 
carried  out  despite  the  thousands 
of  police  and  army  troops  on  pa- 
trol in  almost  every  block  of  the 
Venezuelan  capital. 

President  Romulo  Betancourt 
scheduled  a nationwide  radio-tele- 
vision report  to  the  people  Mon- 
day night  on  the  current  situa- 
tion. 

All  public  squares  in  Caracas 
have  been  closed  as  have  schools 
to  narrow  targets  for  the  terror- 
ists. Only  the  Central  Univer- 
sity of  Caracas  remains  open 
under  an  agreement  between  stu- 
dent leaders  and  the  faculty.

Staubach,  who  makes  a habit 
of  shattering  Navy  total  offense 
records,  boosted  the  mark  to  307 
yards  against  Michigan  as  he  ran 
for  one  touchdown,  passed  for 
two,  liit  14  of  16  passes  for  237 
yards  and  ran  for  70  more. 

Nelson,  a senior  speedster, 
sprinted  50  yards  from  scrim- 
mage for  one  touchdown  and  add- 
ed another  by  romping  97  yards 
with  the  second-half  kickoff  as 
Alabama  whacked  Vanderbilt,  21- 
6.  Harris  scored  all  three  Colo 
rado  touchdowns  in  a 21-7  victory 
over  Kansas  State. 

Reid  scored  12  points  against 
Army,  personally  racking  up  the 
first  10  registered  against  the 
cadets  this  season,  in  a 24-8  Min- 
nesota triumph.  Reid  booted  a 
field  goal,  scored  a touchdown 
and  kicked  three  conversions. 

Among  the  quarterback  stars 
of  the  week  were  Tommy  Shan- 
non of  Florida,  Bob  Berry  of  Oi-e- 
gon,  Pat  Screen  of  Louisiana 
State  and  Fred  Riddle  of  Iowa.

In  Order  not  to  discredit  his 
acedemic  work,  a player  might  be 
allowed  to . take  no  more  than 
ten  credit  hours  during  the  sea- 
son unless  he  shows  he  can  han- 
dle more.  Also,  a special  tutoring 
service  could  be  provided  as  weU 
as  a five-year  grants-in  aid  pro- 
gram or  require  all  athletes  to  re- 
main on  campus  during  the  sum- 
mer to  make  up  hours  lost  during 
the  season. 

THE  APPROVAL  or  disapprov- 
al of  the  team  and  its  individual 
members  by  the  student  body  is 
the  most  important  single  inffu- 
ence.  It  is  true  that  only  a win- 
ning ^eam  can  generate  school 
wide  enthusiams'  for  sports,  but 
individual  student  recognition 
and  acceptance  of  athletes  con- 
tributing something  special  to  the 
school  and  church  is  needed. 

Athiete.s  come  to  B.Y.U.  and 
soon  find  out  they  do  not  have 
lo  go  the  extra  five  miles  it  takes 
to  win.  They  can  play  mediocre 
bah  and  maintain  their  grant-in 
aid  and  play  on  the  team.  This 
attitude  '^vill  be  maintained  as 
long  as  sports  are’  given  only  in- 
different cyisideration  by  the 
BYU  and  the  community. 

IF  THE  TEAM  felt  that  it  had 
the  sanction  and  support  of  the 
townspeople,  student  body,  ad- 
ministration, and  the  church 
there  would  not  be  a player  un- 
willing to  make  the  sacrifices 
needed  to  win.  It  is  asking  too 
much  of  a player  to  put  what  it 
takes,. to  win  into  his  play  when 
he  feels  that  if  he  wins  or  loses 
the  only  persons  concerned  are  on 
the  team.  But  if  he  were  to  feel 
that  when  the  team  won,  that  the 
whole  town,  school,  and  church 
had  won  also;  likewise  when  they 
lost  the  whole  town,  school  and 
church  lost  too.  we'  would  have 
a great  athletic  team, 

It  is  up  to  us,  the  customers, 
to  decide  whether  or  not  we  are 
willing  to  pay  the  price  for  a 
championship  team.

Devon  Stone,  6 foot  3 inches, 
225  pound  senior  weak-side  tackle 
from  Ogden  is  the  coaches  selec- 
tion for  “Cougar  football  player- 
of-the-weok’’  by  virtue  of  his  out- 
standing performance  in  Satur- 
day’s 27-0  defeat  over  Montana 
State  University. 

STONE  LS  a two-year  letter- 
man  and  a starter  for  the  past 
two  seasons.  BYU  publicity  bills 
him  as  “big,  rugged,  durable  and 
experienced.”  Montana  U.  de- 
scribes him  as  “very  familiar,  im- 
posing, impatient,  rugged  and 
experienced.” 

Despite  the  thrilling  runs  by 
the  glamorous  backs,  the  breath- 
taking catches  by  tall  slender 
ends  and  the  fancy -footwork  of 
No.  00,  Frank  Baker,  Stone  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  his  coach- 
es and  w’as  voted  “outstanding 
player’  an  honor  rarely  bestowed 
upon  a lineman.

Assisting  Stone  “up  front”  on
